Funding. The oidy source of fundmg that is the subject of this MOU is the amount of 
sixty thousand dollars ($60,000) that was appropriated by the Legislature in the 2015 
regular legislative session. The District Court’s only responsibility under this MOU is to 
provide the pass-through fundmg to Teen Court that was appropriated in the 2015 regular 
egislative session and the District Court has no other funding or financial obligation of 
any kind to Teen Court. Should the State of New Mexico fail to provide or disburse the 
flmdmg for any reason whatsoever, the District Court is not responsible for obtaining 
alternative fundmg for the Program, nor shall the District Court use its own funding for 

the Program, nor will the District Court be held liable for the State’s failure to provide or 
disburse the fundmg. 

Liabihty. Neither party shall be responsible for liability incurred as a result of the other 
party s acts, omissions or negligence in connection with this MOU. Any liabilitv 
incurred m comection with this MOU is subject to the immunities and limitations of the 

ew Mexico Tort Claims Act, Section 41-4-1 et seq. NMSA 1978, as amended, as well 
as any other inherent immuni ty 

Appropriations. The continuation of this MOU is contingent on sufficient appropriations 
and authorizations for expenditures being made by the New Mexico Legislature to permit

Teen Court shall 
comply with all statutoty provisions that require disclosure to the Secretary of State of 
amounts received under state contracts when and if such provisions become applicable
